ONE HUNDRED DIE 
IN RAIL DISASTER. 


Saturday Night’s Wreck in Spain Most 
| Terrible in Years. 


Of Three Hundred Souls on Board the Train When it 
Jumred the Track Oniy Six Escaped 
Mojerilla R.ver Runs Blood—Train Hands F 
With Belongings of the Dead in Their Pecckeis. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE 


| ADRID, June %.—{Exclusive Dis- 

patch.) A horrible railway accl- 

dent occurred Saturday night near 
the northern borders of Spain, when the 
Bilbao express of the Northern Rall- 
way plunged head foremost from a 
bridge into the Little Majerilla River. 
One hundred passengers were killed, 
either by crushing or drowning, and 
of 300 souls on board only six escaped 
unscathed. The accident is the most 
terrible that has occurred in this king- 
dom in many years. 

The ecene of the accident Is about 
forty miles southeast of Bilbao and in 
the Valley of the Ebro, which drains 
three great mountain ranges. The 
country is rough and mountainous. The 
train of eighteen coaches was drawn by 
two locomotives. Crossing the bridge 
a t fifteen meters above the Little 
Maferilia, a stream which empties a 
short distance away into the Ebro, the 
rear locomotive jumped the track. There 
was no guard rail, and in an instant 
the engine had toppled over into the 
river, pulling the cars after It. The 
train was going about thirty-five miles 
at hour at the time. and the impact 
as the care piled on top of one another 
was tremendous. 

In an instant there was a great heap 
of shattered cars, piled up, from the 
depths of which came horrible shrieks 
and cries for assistarfte. The cars at 
the bottom were quickly filled with 
wafer, and their inmates locked itn and 
unable to escape. Even those not 
pinned down in the wreckage were 
quickly submerged and drowned before 
help could reach them. Others died 
while men were trying to get at them 
and release them. and for fifteen min- 
utes the water of the littl mountain 
stream. now running low from summer 
dréught. was stained deep crimson by 
the blood of many victime. 

As quickly as possible those who were

able to work got out axes and other {m- 
plements and started in to rescue the 
wounded. The work was impeded by 
darkness, and though large bonfires 
were built to supply light and warmth, 
for the night air in the mountains was 
cold and damp, their fitful flare goed 
the work of digging out the injured long | 
and difficult. 

Three hours after the accident two 
relief trains, with men and tools and 
surgeons and nurses, reached the scene | 
from Bilbao. Many volunteers from 
nearby points were already at work, 
caring for the sufferers. 

Besides surgeons and the hospital 
corps, there were 100 military engineers 
on the relief trains. The soldiers dis- 
covered the railway hands had been 
robbing the dead and dying. and in 
short order they had a dozen under ar- 
rest. A search of their pockets re- 
vealed the presence of much jewelry 
and money, which had been evidently 
taken from the victimaft The robbers 
will be executed tomorrew. 

FIFTY INJURED TAKEN OUT.

Carloads of Material Dumped Along 
the Union Pacific Although Papers for 
Right-of-way Are Net Yet Signed.

That Flag Incident. 


POMONA. June 27.—[To the Editor 
of The Times:] Please allow me tA ce 
for a few lines to protest agains: the 
brutally absurd treatment accorded to 
the Italian flag at San José, as reported 
in your columns this morning. Occur- 
rences of this kind have taken place in 
Los Angeles, for during one of the 
Fiestas a representative body of ital- 
jane was refused permission to 
carry the Italian flag in the proces- 
sion, though the men had been thvited 
to parade as Italians. At another time 
the British Vice-Consul was waited 
upon by an over-zealous policeman, 
who, at the instigation of an ignorant 
crowd, demanded that the Union Jack 
should be taken down from the front 
of the consulate office. 

It would be interesting if one of 
these “patriotic” Americans could be 
induced to explain how the well-being 
of the community or the nations! 
safety of the United States could be 
jeopardized by the display of the Ita!- 
jan, or any other foreign flag. A lit- 
tle consideration will show that foreign 
flags are displayed to commemorate 
important historical events. If a 
Frenchman hoists his flag to celebrate 
the anniversary of the fall of the 
Bastile, or any other event in French 
history, would it not be presumptuous 
to assume that Americans would wish 
to be associated with him in the cele- 
bration? Then, certathly it would be 
wrong to display the Stars and Stripes. 

In England I have seen the Ameri- 
can flag and others freely displayed, as 
occasion arose, and no one would ever 
dream of demanding that the British 
flag should float alongside, or above. 

If Americans will try to remember 
that foreign flags are displayed for a 
far different purpose than as a ‘nen- 
ace or threat to the national existence 
of this country, they may gradually

INE CATCH OF SURF - 
OFF TERMINAL PIERS. 


BEST FISHING OF PRESENT YEAR 
AT SOUZMERN BEACHES. 


S. Nordlinger’s Fine Sackful of Huge 
Fish—Surf Well Distributed—China 


Croakers in the Bay—Sharks and 
Other Trouble Makers—At Del Rey. 


By long odds the best rurf fishing of 
the season was a feature of yesterday 
at the southern beaches. ‘Corbina were 
caught in fair numbers at all the re- 
sorts, but at Prighton ani 
Terminal they were hooked in greatest 
It was a merry, well p'eased 
crowd of fisherme, that greeted taem, 
for from the arrival of the first train 
until late afternoon there was some- 
thing happening al] the tne. Four 
pounders and “nippers” were mixed 
until no man could tell what aext to 
expect, a baby surf or a fish b.g enough 
to eat him up, fins and all. 

At Brighton particularly teere vere 
some colossal corbina prowling around 
the wharf. As usual they seemed to 
move about In emall schoois, and when- 
ever one approacced its presse ice soon 
became manifest by the increased de 
mand for clam bait. Norlilinger and 
Rober: Campbell divided the high hook 
honors with a catch of eighteen fish, 
nearly all @urf, On weight Nordlinger 
was an easy winner, for he had us fine 
a sack of fish as ever ieft the wharf. 
There was-one that would weigh con- 
siderabiy over three pounds, another 
of about that weight and half a dozen 
that would tip the beam at two and 
one-half pounds or better, mostly black 
finned corbina, hungry, keen and game 
to the last flop. 

It was a great day's sport, a'though 
started out rather inauspic ously with 
a run of “nippers.”” Nearly everybody 
KOt One or two eight or nine inch surf 
at the start, but by the time a general 
application of smal! hooks had been 
made,an exultant how! from Nordlinger 
announced the attachment of a three- 
pounder to one of his several hand 
lines, and while he was corralling the 
one, another took a flying ‘hot at 
anotne rof his hand lines and was gath- 
ered in by a bystander. Then a g *nera! 
rush back to the big hooks was made, 
and the clam knives began to get busy. 

Up to 12:30 when the tide turned the 
fish bit regularly, and the sport was 
splendid. Campbell took half a dozen 
out of one spot. In the afternoon on 
the ebb the fishing was like some of 
the angler's clothes—patchy. Occasiona! 
lucid intervals would result in three or 
four men having fish on at once. D. 
Botiller annexed a huge four-pounder 
and after a long tussle beached him 
safely, M. Kremer got several g00d 
ones in the afternoon. 

When the final nose count was made 
at quitting time, Nordlinger haad thir- 
teen surf, three yellowfins and two tur- 
bots. Campbe!! had fifteen surf, a 
croaker and two yellowfins: Ed. Ger- 
main _nine, including a turbot and two 
yellowfins; Kremer nine surf. a two 
pound halibut, two turbots and three 
yellowfins; M. H. Newmark four surf, 
three yellowfins and two turbot. H. T. 
Van Riper four turbot. a surf and 
smaller fry. P. Lazarus broke out of 
the “also fished” class by getting four 
surf. one a very good specimen. E. L. 
Hedderiy got a dozen, mostly surf. The 
catches ran very even and everybody 
was well satisfied. 

At Terminal the city fathers held an 
informal session. ‘‘ounciiman EM. 
Kern got twenty fish, mostly “nipper” 
surf: «ouncilman Bob Todd and wife 
transacted a thumber of deals in fish 
at the end of the wharf, and the 
contingen:r did itself 
proud with the corbina. Young Luck- 
enbach tried to lift a four-pounder with 
the usual result but had enough any- 
way. there being thirteen in the sack. 
Todd's brother-in-law worked havoe 
with the turbots, catching fifteen. 

Several bass were landed off both of 
_the Terminal Island wharves. There 
was a crowd of tenderfeet at the lower 
pier. and they failed to connect with 
tone corbina to any great extent. Laick- 
enbach one ladyfish and T F. 
Phillips who came down late got half 
a dozen big surf. L. EK. Ford quit too 
early but had some fun in the hay. 

The inner harbor was not left out 
of the running by any means. There 
was a millrace current ajl day but the 
(hina croakers were present in ap- 
parently inexhaustible store. Will 
Stearns and Simon Spier caught about 
forty-five fish between them, mastly 
croakers and yellowfins. H. W. Coom- 
ber, Eugene El'iot, “Butch” Lille, 
Ernest Reuchel. Wm. Youne and wife, 
R. F. Van Cleave and wife, B. G. Shutt. 
W. 8. Skee! and others occupied com- 
manding points of vantage In boats 
and alongshore with general good euc- 
cess. (China croakers were the bulk of 
the avaliable catch but from the start 
leopard sharks and sting rays were 
conspicuous by thelr manifest desire 
to add to the profanity of the anglers 
and everybody had a tussle of two per 
hour with the choice assortment of 
these nuisances. Stearns tried out a 
new tip on a five foot leonard shark, 
and finally got him after a hard tussle. 
The fight was exciting if nothing else. 
Most of the China croakers were small. 

At the breakwater not many were 
fishing and few catches of bass were 
reported last night. Paul Jordan, FE. 
H. Winters, Morse and one or two 
others made the trip. 

At Redond> the usual! mackered pic- 
nic was uncorked, and some bass, hali- 
but, big smelts, surf and yellowfins 
were brought in on the evening train. 

De! Rey was patronized by knights 
of the lieht rod, Ed. Gerson, ar 
Raer. B. Aumock, and Ed. Wehrle. 
All got fish. The average being about 
half a dozen two-pound surf apiece and 
the same number of big yellowTins. 
The red water has not moved out yet 
and shows no sign of so doing. 

Outside trolline was good. barracuda 
and rock bass being the bulk of the 
catch.

ANGLO-CHINESE TREATY. 
Commercial Convention Which is Soon 


to be Ratified is Likely to Cause 


Disputes Because of Loose Wording. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

? LONDON, June 29.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Times correspondent at 
Peking says it is announced that the 
ratification of the commercial! treaty 
betwéen China and Great. Britain, 
which was signed by Sir James Mackay 
and the Chinese commissioners at 
Shanghai, last September, is on its way 
to Peking and ratificationa will be ex- 
changed after its arrival, although 
China has not vouchsafed a reply to the 
queries of the British government re- 
garding her intentions as to the carry- 
ing into effect of some of the more 
loosely-worded clauses of the treaty. 

Article $ of the treaty provides for 
the abolition of the likin barriers, while 
the native customhouses are largely 
intérchangeable. The treaty also pro- 
vides that Great Britain must be fur- 
nishéed with a list of «ustomhoures, con- 
cerning the manner of which there is « 
great diversity of opinion. The treaty 
commissioners estimated thelr number 
at from eighteen to twenty-five only. 
while experts in the inland trade say 
the customs stations number at present 
a thousand. 

If Article & becomes operative, th» 
British officials in China will require to 
redouble their vigilance, but it wll 
probably not operate, because Great 
Britain will obtain the advantages in 


the American treaty under the most- 


favored-nation clause.
